The accompliſhment of purpoſes ſo lau- 
dable in their nature, and fo generally uſeful 
in their tendency, by introducing and encou- 


_ raping, in the Weſtern Counties, improve- 


ments 


- 
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ments which from long experience had been 
found ſalutary and beneficial in other parts 
of the kingdom, was the primary object, 
and continues to be the diſintereſted endea- 
vour of this Society. 


The Society has now been eſtabliſhed ſe- 


ven years, and the members of it have the ſa- 


tis faction to find that the hopes they formed 


ol its ſucceſs have not been diſappointed. 


In conſequence of the premiums offered, 
and the printed information circulated in 


the Society's volumes of Select Papers, nu- 


merous improvements in Agriculture, and in 
divers implements of huſbandry, have been 


made in many places. 


Among theſe, The great quantity of tur- 


nips now cultivated, and rendered doubly 
valuable by hoeing—the introduction of the 


drill huſbandry, and planting of wheat—the 
increaſing the culture of cabbages and carrots 


for cattle—the floating of paſtures and mea- 


dow lands—the encouragement given to 


raiſing the beſt artificial and natural graſſes 


- the large plantations of rhubarb raiſed in 
conſequence of the rewards. that have been 


offered |

offered and the introducing of ſuch ploughs 
as for effect and the ſaving of labour have 
been proved ſuperior to thoſe generally uſed 
in theſe counties and the encouraging and 
rewarding induſtry in labourers, and faithful 
behaviour in ſervants are objects not only of 
provincial, but of great national importance. 
Thus improvements, once little known or 
merely local, have been ſucceſsfully intro- 
duced, and are now ſpreading; and muſt, in 
proportion as they are known and adopted, 
eſſentially promote the general good. 


The ſucceſs of theſe endeavours has been 
ſo evident, as to gain a very reſpectable ad- 
dition to the liſt of members; and it is ex- 
pected that many gentlemen, who have 
hitherto withheld their aſſiſtance, will this 
year from their own conviction follow ſo 
laudable an example. 


To gentlemen of fortune, and even to 


perſons who are in circumſtances only tole- 


5 rably ealy, an annual ſubſcription of one 

guinea cannot be an object worth a moment's 
conſideration: And when the public benefits 
reſulting from the uſeful application of their 
money are remembered, every thing that can 


influence 
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influence a liberal mind will operate in its 
favour. 


Every Farmer, who is not blind to his own 
intereſt, or prejudiced in favour of ancient 
modes of huſbandry, muſt fee the advan- 
tage he may derive from encouraging im- 
provements which are particularly calculated 
for his own immediate benefit, by increaſing 
his knowledge, eaſing his labour, and re-

Much advantage is frequently derived 
from circulating accurate accounts of real 
and practical experiments in agriculture. 
They are abundantly preferable to volumes 
of mere ſpeculative theory, which oftener 
perplex and miſlead, than inſtruct the prac- 
tical farmer. In caſes where new experi- 
ments have ſucceeded, they are worthy of 
imitation ; and where in ſimilar circum- 
ſtances they have failed, may prove uſeful 
warnings to others. 


We therefore repeat our ſolicitation, that 
gentlemen who cultivate lands, and ſenſible 
farmers in the ſeveral counties, would com- 
municate in writing explicit accoyats of all 
: new

new or intereſting experiments which they 
make; as the Society might thereby be en- 
abled to ſelect and lay before the public a 


volume of the moſt uſeful information to the 
practical farmer every year. 


As this is an object of much conſequence, 
we beg leave to requeſt that our correſpon- 
dents will, in their accounts of experiments, 
particularly obſerve to inſert, 


1. The nature of the ſoil, its depth, and anfual 
value per ſtatute acre. 


2. What manure is uſed, when laid on, and in 
what quantity. 


3. How 3 ploughings, and of what kind 
the crop was the preceding year. 


4. What quantity of ſeed ſown, at what time, 
and how the ſeaſon proved. 


5. What the produce when cut, and of what 
value. 


6. The nett expence, profit or loſs, of the 
experiment. 


The knowledge of theſe particulars is 
neceſſary to the forming a juſt eſtimate of 
every experiment, and what renders an ac= 


count of them moſt valuable. 
We 
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We apprehend it is needleſs here to enu- 
me rate the various objects of the Society's 
attention, as they are ſufficiently ſet forth in 
the following Premiums; but it will extend 
to whatever is moſt conducive to the proſ- 
perity of theſe counties in particular, and of 
the community in general. 


In order to promote the advancement of 
uſeful knowledge, a conſiderable number of 
the beſt publications on agriculture, plant- 
ing, &c. have been purchaſed for the uſe of 
the reſpective members. This being in- 
tended as the foundation of a library on 
intereſting ſubjects, the ſociety hope that 
thoſe Authors who publiſh any treatiſes of 
this nature will favour them with a copy. 


To conclude :—'The Society return their 
beſt thanks to thoſe Gentlemen who have 
hitherto fo generouſly contributed to its 
fupport—congratulate them on the ſucceſs 
of their public ſpirit, and folicit the conti-
